The next time you think of 
having unprotected sex, remember 
the words chlamydia and gonorrhea. 
These two Sexually Transmitted 
Diseases, can send your health into a 
tailspin and lead other devastating 
bodily effects, such as infertility. 


According to the Center for 
Disease Control and Prevention, the 
2002 statistics book shows that 
chlamydia incidents 


are 34 percent above 
the national average. 
Omaha ranks 28th in 
the nation for 
chlamydia infections 
and 50 percent higher 
than the national 
average for gonorrhea 
infections. 

“In Douglas 
county, in) particular, 
chlamydia rates are at an all-time 
high,” said Marcia Adler, UNO 
Student Health Services coordinator. 

She said that chlamydia is the 
most common bacterial infection that 
Student Health Services has been

awareness among UNO students

As part of its Eating Disorder Awareness 
Week, the University of Nebraska at Omaha's 
Public Relations Student Socicty of America 
will host a series of events March 25 through 
April 1. 

According to a survey conducted by the 
organization of almost 500 students, 50 percent 
of the people surveyed indicated they knew 
someone who has or had an eating disorder. 
About 66 percent would not know how to help 
a friend if they had an eating disorder and 54 
percent of students were cither unsure or did 
not know where they orsomeone else could get 
professional help for an eating disorder. 

When it comes to eating disorders, PRSSA 
member Evangeline Vergo said, “We tally 
believe that it’s important enough to know 
when to take a first step to get help for their 
friends or for themselves.” 

‘lo help further inform the UNO 
community, information display tables will be 
present at the Milo Bail Student Center, the 
Durham Science Center, the Peter Kiewit 
Institute and Kayser Hall on March 25, March 
29 and March 30.

The chuckholes that line the streets and parking 
lots of Elmwood Park may frustrate students at the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha, but they are not the 
university’s responsibility. The City of Omaha is 
responsible for road repairs in Elmwood Park. 

Street Maintenance Foreman Ken Petersen said 
they would probably be repaired after the main roads 
are complete and before the residential areas are 
begun. 

Kacie Johansen, an UNO undergraduate, said she 
finds the chuckholes annoying, yet understands that 
the major reads have to be fixed first. 

Joann Nguyen, a business management major at 
UNO, goes out of her way, taking Happy Hollow 
Boulevard and Leavenworth Street, to avoid traveling 
through Elmwood Park. “I'd be really upset if there 
were chuckholes on the main streets,” Nguyen said. 
“But f can find other ways around the park.” 

According to the 2003 Expenditure Summary of 
the Street Maintenance Division, the city is budgeting 
less money for asphalt street repair, which includes 
chuckhole repair. Asphalt repairs accounted for 14 
percent of the street maintenance budget in 2002. The 
city set aside 8.7 percent in 2003, and recommends 
spending 7.7 percent in 2004.0 Petersen said: it is 
difficult and nearly impossible to budget something 
based on the weather. 

“We react to the weather and when it snows alot 
and melis that creates a tot of chuckholes,”” Petersen

“For the cost of a condom 
versus the infertility treatments 
that one has to go through later 
in life, if you contact an STD and 
don’t get treated, you're talking 
thousands of dollars trying to 
remedy something that a 25 cent 
condom could have taken care 
of.” 

She added, “if you are not 
comfortable discussing condom- 
use with the person that you're 
going to have a_ sexual 
relationship with, you probably 
have no business sleeping with 
that person.” 

However, if you slipped over 
Spring Break and had a little too 
much fun, it is imperative that 
you get tested right away. 

SHS offers HIV, chlamydia 
and gonorrhea tests for free. The 
test for HIV is done through a 
saliva test or a blood test. The 
test for chlamydia consists of a 
urine specimen. Student Health 
Services also provides syphillis 
tests for $8. Herpes and genital 
warts tests, which are also free, 
involve visual examination of

the lesions. Adler said the only 
cost for the herpes and genital 
warts tests would be for the 
treatment of the lesions. 

Adler thinks the rates may 
have gone up because more 
people are getting tested 
because of the availability and 
ease in testing for STDs. 

If you’ve had unprotected 
sex and you think you probably 
don’t have an infection because 
you feel perfectly healthy, think 
again. 

“The scary part of STDs is 
for the big share of the 
population, there are no 
symptoms,” Adler said. 

However, she added that 
any male who has any kind of 
penile discharge or any painful 
urination, the first rule of thumb 
is to rule out an STD “because 
it’s very uncommon for males to 
get urinary tract infections,” she 
said. For women, she_ said, 
“women often times get vaginal 
infections, even from a change in 
sexual partners.” 

When it comes to herpes and 
genital warts, they can still be 
passed on even if there is no sign

of lesions. 

“Your partner may have it 
and have no symptoms,” she 
said. Herpes and genital warts 
can be treated, but since they are 
viral infections, they can still 
come back. And genital warts 


can lead to cervical cancer. 
However, chlamydia and 
gonorrhea are bacterial 


infections that can be treated 
with antibiotics. 

If students aren’t sure or are 
worried about whether they 
have an STD, Adler said 
students are welcome to come in 
to SHS to talk to any of the 
nurses and read current 
literature that will give them 
more information on STDs. 

“I just want people to 
rethink what they did over 
spring break before we go into 
summer and set up a scenario of 
going home,” Adler said. I don’t 
want students to lose education- 
time worrying that they might 
have an STD.”

‘Ted Dekker, the author of the best-selling 
novel Tice, presents this mystery along with 
many others in his novel Blacks The Birth of Evil. 
Black is Uhe first book ina trilogy that will be 
released in its entirely throughout the year. 

In Black, Dekker offers a Matrix-like story 
that shows the impact of technology, religion 
and the lust for power Through the first book, 
we are introduced to Thomas Hunter. 

Hunter is the typical hero who begins his 
journey by facing the trauma of almost being 
shot. After he is knocked out by a revenge- 
seeking thug, he awakes to Earth’s future. 

Hunter discovers he is able to go from one 
reality to another by simply falling asleep in his

Michel Gondry has san 
extremely good eye as a music 
video and commercial director. 
He’s made videos for Bjork, The 
Vines and The Chemical Brothers. 
His videos have a remarkable 
dexterity with sound and vision, 
image and rhythm. His first 
feature, Human Nature, from a 
screenplay by Charlie Kaufman, is 
the sort of film that can be 
expected from a music-video 
director — it’s weak on logic and 
character, concerned with images 
but not so much on performance or 
story. 

Narrative is a tricky creature 
and most pop directors making the 
transition to movies rely on fast 
tricks and never quite learn the 
form. Gondry isn’t one of them. 

Gondry and Kaufman’s second 
project together, Eternal Sunshine 
of the Spotless Mind, is completely 
subjective, unflinchingly honest, 
and remarkable in form and style. 
Gondry and Kaufman have made 


, one of the perfect, dead-on 

observations of romantic 
i relationships in the last two 
' decades. Kaufman has written a 


film that is immediately accessible 
: and Gondry has directed one that 
is completely involving. 

Joel Barrish (Jim Carrey) 
discovers that his ex-girlfriend, 
Clementine (Kate Winslet), has 
had the memory of — their 
‘relationship erased from = a 
‘procedure by Dr. Howard 

Mierzwiak (Tom  Wilkonson). 
’ Three technicians (Mark Ruffalo, 
Kirsten Dunst and Elijah Wood) go 
to Barrish’s apartment while he 


sleeps and delete his memories 
after he makes a rash decision 
(much like Clementine’s) to do so. 

Kaufman’s weakness as a 
writer is that he is fairly standard 
with story structure (he even made 
fun of this in the broken mirror 
self-portrait Adaptation). In 
Sunshine, that limitation is not 
only improved, it’s obliterated. 
The movie shifts from feeling and 
belief as we see Joel’s memories 
dissolve and are introduced with 
new, conflicting information, 
Instead of feeling as a violation, 
the film becomes more involving. 
Gondry has crafted the twists and 
turns of the script without a 
knowing blink, keeping the focus 
on audience response. He has no 
desire to show off his and 
Kaufman’s cleverness; he presents 
the most important parts with 
normalcy, stripped of theatrics, 
making the effect all the much 
more powerful and pure. 

Kaufman has written a series of 
screenplays that have given him 
the reputation for being a real, 
true artist. It’s a reputation that is 
hard-won in Hollywood. Directors 
fiercely protect his work. Human 
Nature is the only blip = in 
Kaufman’s career. While it’s easy 
to point the finger at Gondry, it is 
underdeveloped, including by 
Kaufman. 

With Sunshine, Gondry may 
have made the best Kaufman film, 
and that is saying a lot. 

Gondry has taken Kaufman’s 
insights as pure experience. He 
has delivered a film that captures 
the emotions and realities of love 
and loss, neither preachy nor 
exaggerated. It might be the best 
film of the year.

Houston’s rep, Nancy Seltzer, is taking 
the Middle Path, known in the Buddhism- 
mects-postmodern-public-relations milieu 
as a non-denial denial. “Miss Houston is 
continuing the prescribed treatment, as was 
planned,” Seltzer says. “Her miovements 
are in total keeping with the program.” 
Seltzer did not divulge where the singer is. 

Meanwhile, Houston’s — spiritual 
adviser, His Excellency Prince Asiel Ben 
Israel, of the African Hebrew Israelites of 
Jerusalem, told CBS’s “Early Show” on 
Tuesday that Houston is trying to kick an 
addition to prescription drugs, not cocaine. 

As if things weren’t bad enough in 
Houston’s weird little world, on Tuesday 
her 35-year-old hubby, Bobby Brown, was 
ordered to jail for 90 days, or until he pays 
$63,500 in child support. Norfolk County, 
Mass., Family Court Judge Paula Carey 
found in favor Kim Ward, mother of 
Brown’s 12- and 14-year-old children. 
Brown testified he was unable to pay 
because he had no job or income. 

Carey said Brown's claim “lacks all 
credibility,” and declined his lawyers’ offers 
to pay $10,000 by the end of the day and an 
additional $15,000 within 10 days, then 
negotiate the rest. 


James Brown to face the music 

While the Queen of Soul recuperates, 
the Godfather of Soul is getting ready to 
step into the ring. On Tuesday, a South 
Carolina judge ruled that James Brown 
must face a jury trial in a criminal domestic 
violence case. Brown, 70, was arrested Jan. 
28 after a fight with his wife at their Beech 
Island home near Augusta, Ga., in which he 
allegedly pushed her to the floor during an 
argument and threatened to kill her while 
holding a chair over her. 

Brown's attorney, Jim Huff, said his 
client did not want a jury trial. He added 
that the singer and his wife, Tomi Rae 
Brown, had reconciled. If convicted, Brown 
faces a maximum penalty of a $500 fine or 
30 days in jail.

Aretha Franklin, who was admitted 
Saturday to Detroit's Sinai-Grace Hospital 
for an undisclosed ailment, is just fine. The 
Queen of Soul suffered an allergic reaction 
to antibiotics while on the road and was 
released from the hospital Wednesday 
afternoon. Her doctor, Claud Young, told 
Detroit’s WDIV-TV that Franklin’s illness 
appeared to be an isolated event. The singer, 
who turns 62 Thursday, waved and gave a 
thumbs-up to fans when she was released. .

said. “It’s a freeze-thaw cycle with the 


water freezing and melting over and 
over creating more problems. Up until 
last week we had a lot of reoccurring 
chuckholes because of this cycle.” 
While the university cannot change 
the road conditions in Elmwood Park, it 
does what it can on campus. Steve 
Conley, interim director of Facility 
Management and Planning at UNO, 
said the university is doing temporary 
spot repairs until the weather begins to 


cooperate. 
“We are concentrating on the 
circulation roads and = only major 


problems,” Conley said. “We will cail 
out an asphalt maintenance company to 
temporarily patch the road.” 

The changing weather creates 
problems for the university’s asphalt 
patches. “Any water that gets 
underneath and freezes; expands and 
pops the patch right out,” Conley said. 

He predicts that more chuckholes 
will be popping up throughout campus 
in areas with constantly running water. 

Unlike UNO, the city hopes to 
permanently patch the roads the first 
time. Petersen said the exceptions are 
cases with running water where the city 
will fill the hole with a cold asphaltic 
patch.

major at UNO, is concerned about the 
damage chuckholes may cause to his car 
and he wishes the city could fill them 
quicker. “There’s a lot of them,” he said. 
“You don’t want your tires to pop or 
have your car thrown out of alignment.” 

Jim Champion, owner of Charlie 
Graham Body and Service, said he sees 
an increase in suspension damage 
business from more high school and 
college students than adults during this 
season. 

“They're not used to avoiding 
chuckholes and driving in this type of 
weather,” Champion said. 

As a tip, Champion said when you 
see a chuckhole, hit the brakes hard then 
let off them before you make contact so 
you can roll right through it. 

Champion said, “You'll know you 
have damage if your steering wheel is 
off center or if your car is pulling to the 
left or right.” A combination of factors 
can cause damage. “If the hole is so 
deep 

that the wheel is actually in the air 
before the tire impacts the other side of 
the chuckhole, damage will be done,” 
Champion said. “It’s like hitting a curb 
with your tire.” 

Speed is also a factor. “The faster 
you're going, the harder the wheel hits 
and the more damage,” Champion said.

Maverick Head Coach Jeanne Tostenson said her team had 
two main goals for the tournament, both of which were 
accomplished.
